Department of Justice officials 
today offered a “very rough esti- 
mate” that the bill will run some- 
where around $150,000. 

This would cover the salaries 
of department attorneys especially 
assigned to the case, the printing 
of briefs and similar expenses, but 
not the operating costs of the 
many courts which have dealt 
with the case and other “intangl- 
bles.”

In Cairo’s Station Square stands a-statue 
the statue of “Modern Egypt.”

Gen. Mohammed Naguib, the soldier who drove 
out King Farouk and took over as premier. 
There are understandable doubts when a mili- 
tary man makes such a declaration and immedi- 
ately fills the chief posts of government with 
fellow soldiers. But hopes are high that genuine 
democracy will have its chance in Egypt after 
the three-year “transitional period” proclaimed 
by Naguib. | 

The soldier-premier actually is the expression 
of a long-rising spirit of independence in a na- 
tion which has been ruled by foreigners from 
the Persian conquest in 525 B.C. virtually to 
the present day. For centuries, the fellaheen 
tilled the Nile-inundated soil as spiritless slaves. 
But 150 years ago, they were stirred by the 
winds of change. 

Mohammed Aly, the professional leader of an 
army of mercenaries, was sent by the Turks to 
drive Napoleon out of Egypt, but he also ended 
Turkish rule in all but name. He made Egypt a 
nation. But his successors, the rulers denounced 
by Naguib as a dynasty of traitors, brought the 
country to such a loW state that British inter- 
vention was a blessing. Rising nationalism, how- 
ever, caused Britain ‘to grant Egypt a large 
measure of independence in 1922. This was ex- 
tended by the treaty of 1936. And Egypt de- 
clared its full independence in 1951. 

This has not yet been accepted by London. 
The defense of the Suez Canal and the future of 
the Sudan present problems too complex to be 
solved by nationalistic proclamations. And the 
1952 rioting in Cairo was a sign of anything but 
political stability. Naguib has come onto the 
scene with a stronger hand. But the problems 
attending Egyptian independence, involved as 
they are in the current world situation, still call 
for serious negotiations, 

A republic should be able to negotiate more 
effectively than a parasitical monarchy, Early 
solution of these problems affecting the whole 
community of free nations actually would be the 
best foundation for Egyptian independence. Na- 
guib’s approach to them may well foreshadow 
the future of his new republic. 
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Thought About a Wisecrack

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The Cotton in the Bottle 


There are certain minor, mysterious, man- 
made nuisances with which we afflict each 
other. day in and day out, and st without 
rhyme or reason. Consider the druggist’s cus- 
tom of ramming a wad of cotton deep into a 
bottle of capsules. 

Why? To keep the capsules from shaking 
against each other as the- bottle reposes on the 
medicine-cabinet shelf? Or just to fill the empty 
space in the bottle, thus drawing attention to 
the not particularly disgraceful fact that he has 
only two or three sizes of bottles and that you 
are likely to get the same-sized container wheth- 
er the doctor prescribes six capsules or two 
dozen? 

Anyway, it is more difficult to get that cotton 
out of the bottle than it is for the biblical camel 
to get through the eye of a needle. Of course, 
you can’t shake it out. And no tool at hand is of 
much help, You can try the small blade of a 
pen knife, a nail file, a small pair of scissors, 
tweezers or a well-sharpehed pencil. 

They -will all get the cotton up just so high in 
the bottle’s neck, usually not high enough for 
your fingers to get a grip on it. If you do man- 
age to get hold of the cotton, you can pull 
out—or tear out—only a bit of the stuff. Most 
of it remains as deep in the bottle as ever. So, 
finally, you manage somehow to push it aside 
and to shake out a capsule in spite of the fuzzy 
obstruction, And if the capsules contain a seda- 
tive, you will by this time need ‘not one, but 
two or three of them. «

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Challenge by Senator George 

The curious thing about the proposal to 
change the U.S. Tariff Commission from a bi- 
partisan to a partisan body is that no good rea- 
son has yet been advanced for making the 
change. It is good news, therefore, that Senator 
George and other Democratic leaders in the 
Senate are challenging the move and promising 
a fight against it. Senator George says the 
change could nullify the whole purpose of the 
Reciprocgl Trade Agreements Act. 

For ita 87 years of existence, the Tariff Com- 
mission has been a six-member body, made up 
of three Democrats and three Republicans, The 
proposal to add a seventh member was made by 
high-tafiff enemies of trade in the 
House, as part of a larger scheme to add sev- 
akening or nullifying amendments to the 
Act before extending it. The Eisenhower Admin- 
istration accepted the change in composition of 
the commission in a deal by which the high- 
tariff bloc agreed to transfer the other crippling 
amendments to a separate bill. 

Thus the only real reasons behind the amend- 
ment appear to be the high-tariff bloc’s hope 
that a reorganized commission would put more 
obstructions in the way of reduced trade bar- 
riers, and the Administration’s desire to com- 
promise for the sake of getting some sort of 
Reciprocal Trade Act passed. No showing has 
been made that the bi-partisan commission has 


not properly performed its functions. No show- . 


ing has been made that a commission with a 
partisan majority could perform them better. 
Senator George contends that the Reciprocal 
Trade Act “might as well be thrown out the 
window” if the commission amendment is re- 
tained. The fight which he promises on this 
point should help to make clear that the Ad- 


-ministration is trying to keep alive the principle 


of reciprocal trade in form but not in substance.

Incident in Nevada 

“Once a decision is made by proper authority, 
all concerned are expected to abide by that 
decision.” 

Is that a sound rule for a free university? The 
University of Nevada regents think so. They have 
discharged Dr. Frank Richardson, head of the 
university’s biology department, for failing to 
“abide by” the president's new policy of abol- 
ishing entrance requirements for Nevada high 
school graduates. In support of Professor Rich- 
ardson, Walter Van Tilburg Clark, author of 
“The Oxbow Incident,” has resigned from the 
faculty. 

According to press reports, Professor Richard- 
son’s principal offense was to circulate.a maga- 
zine article by Prof. Arthur E. Bestor of the 
University of Illinois, who has made himself an 
outstanding spokesman for those professors who 
are fighting the steady debasement of academic 
standards in secondary schools. 

If that was Professor Richardson’s crime, he 
was performing a public service, just as, Profes- 
sor Bestor has been doing, in warning against 
the effects on education of lax entrance require- 
ments in universities. But whether he was right 
or wrong in his educational views, which clashed 
with those held by President Minard W. Stout, 
the basic question is.whether he should be pun- 
ished for expressing them. Does “abiding by“ a 
university decision mean accepting it as right? 
Does it mean enforced silence on the part of 
faculty members who happen to disagree with 
the decision? 

The conflict between chose who favor high 
academic standards and those who do not is an 
educational dispute of long standing, which is. 
not likely to be settled at the University of Ne- 
vada. But a university ought to be the last 
place where debate on an issue of such import- 
ance to the future of American education is 
suppressed,

He 
said that the United States wanted impartial 
settlements of their difficulties. The trouble is 
what is impartial to an Egyptian does not seem 
impartial to an Israeli. And the British in Suez 
and Naguib in Cairo also have different ideas of 
impartiality. The differences in this part of the 
world—like most international difficulties—are 
old and complicated. Animosities run deep, and 
settlements are difficult. 

As the London Times said: “Governments that 
have been longer abroad in the world may seek 
impartial policies, too, but without any illusion 
that this will automatically win them respect and 
regard on all sides.” 

Maybe quick goodwill tours and radio travel- 
ogue reports are not always the ideal tools of 
statesmanship.

civil defense, which was scheduled 
to expire on June 30, is extended

The extension measure carries 
an emergency'clause making it 
effective on signing by the Gov- | j 


ernor. 
It re-enacts the present law 


governing civil defense activities, 
Missouri 


and retains civil de- 
fense agency with headquarters 
in Jefferson City.

The bili, authorizing continu- 


ance of civil defense preparation 
in Missouri for slightly more 
than two years, was introduced 
and supported by a bipartisan 
group of Senate leaders, at the re- 
quest of the Governor. 

Former State Representative 
Arthur S. McDaniel of Senath is 
serving as temporary state di- 
rector of civil défense under an 
appointment by Gov. Donnelly. 
The Governor has- not indicated 
whether he will make any 
changes in the headquarters or- 
ganization under the extension 


act. 

The 1953 Legislature, which ad- 
ourned May 31, appropriated 
$150,000 for operation ef the 
civil defense agency during the 
biennial period of 1953-1955, 
which begins next July 1. Gov. 
Donnelly has not acted so far on 
the appropriation bill which con- 
tains the civil.defense fund item. 
Donnelly had recommended $75,- 
000 for the agency. 

The $150,000 fund, if not re- 
duced by Donnelly in his action 
on the appropriation bills, will 
necessitate a sharp reduction in 
the activities of the agency as 
the Legislature appropriated 
$250,000 for defense preparations 
in the 1951-53 biennium which 
ends\June 30.

NORMAN ROSS, CHICAGO RADIO 
AND TV DISK JOCKEY, DIES 


CHICAGO, June 20 (AP)— 
Norman Ross, radio and television 
disk jockey for the National 
Broadcasting Co., and one-time 
holder of 72 world swimming 
records, died last night in an 
Evanston hospital. He was 57 
years old. 

Ross, a distance swimmer, who 
began compiling his records in 
the 1920 Olympics, complained 
of feeling ill while working in 
the yard of his Evanston home. 
He died shortly after arriving at 
the hospital. 

Ross once worked for the Port- 
land Oregonian, the 8 Fran- 
cisco Examiner and the old 
Chicago Journal. He joined NBC 
in 1933. He was in the air serv- 
ices during both world wars. In 
1917 he was a fellow flying cadet 
with Jimmy Doolittle and during 
part of World War II he was 
attached to Gen. Doolittle’s staff 
in Tokyo. 

Ross, known to millions as 
“Uncle Normie,” had five morn- 


ing radio shows. All of his shows 


went on as scheduled today. There 
were no commercials and nothing 
favorite music was 
played.

Money for Country Day’s 
New Buildings on 
Ladue Site. 


A gift of $100,000 has been 
made to the building fund of St. 
Louls Country Day School by Me- 
Donnell Aircraft „it was an- 
nounced yesterday by James 8. 
McDonnell Jr., president of the 
‘firm. He also is president of the 
board of trustees of the school. 

The McDonnell firm last month 
offered to give the City of 
Berkeley and its school district a 
purchase 
of the present facilities of Coun- 
try Day ool, The building 
would be d as a senior high 
school and city offices and a 
municipal re tion center, 

Country Day School’s building 
fund now totals $350,000, includ- 
ing McDonnell’s gift. About $300,- 
000 more is needed to erect build- 
ings on a new site in Ladue, he 
said. The sch consists of four 
buildings on a 56-acre tract of 
land in Berkeley. 

Under the proposed plan, the 
school district and the city would 
purchase Country Day’s school 
plant for about $750,000. The 
schvol district has $450,000 in 
funds earmarked fot a new high 
school to replace the combined 
junior and senior high school at 
Caroline avenue. 


Berkeley residents will vote 
July 21 on a $300,000 bond issue 
for a elvic center. If the bond 
issue is approved, Berkeley would 
have sufficient funds to purchase 
the property and about $100,000 
for necessary alterations, Mayor 
Wilfred M. Bangert said. 
City offices would be moved 
from their present location in the 
City Hall to one of the school 
buildings, Bangert said. The 
school’s athletic facilities would 
be used for public recreational

He wrote that he 
could “not at this time estimate 
the ultimate consequences” of 
Rhee’s “precipitous and shocking” 
act. 


He said Rhee had assigned 
command authority over all ROK 
forces to the U.N.C. when the war 
began in 1950. 


And, he said, there has been 
no indication that “I should con- 
sider otherwise.” 


Clark continued:

Clark said Rhee had personally

any such action until “full and 
frank discussion with me,” but 
“your actions today (Thursday) 
have clearly abrogated these 
assurances.” 


Rhee’s Reasons ‘Obvious.’
